An $18,000 appropriation for op- 
eration of the county veteran ser- i 
vice organization will be the topic 


of a public hearing set for July 20) 4 


at the court house. 

The proposed budgeted expendi- 
ture for the county's organiza- |‘ 
tion to aid veterans in obtaining 
‘benefits earned for service in the 
armed forces, drew fire this week 
from Sylvan Burdick, county seat 
attorney, who charged that the ap- 
Propriation was needless. 

Burdick told the commissison 
that the work of the county ser- 
vice offices was a duplication of 
Service which is performed by the 
Veterans Administration. The at- 
torney said that the VA claimed 
its was costing the county $2.54 to 
handle each of its inquiries and 
that the VA was doing the same 
job for .52. 

This prompted Commissioner 
Kenneth Foster to observe that 
this was the first time that a gov- 
ernment agency had been able to 
do a service for less than the coun- 
ty spent for the same service.

ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid'an affidavit signed g 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said businéss is 
carried on.-Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious’ name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecufive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county’ where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon’ receiving 
proof of such publication.”

Mango crops are finally coming 
into their own so it seems‘from a 
report ky County = Agricultural 
Agent M. U. Mounts who said 
Monday that the “county is enjoy- 
ing its best mango season” in his- 
tory. 

In his monthly, summary of area 
crop activities, Mounts said “Ex- 
press company officials have re- 
ported the heaviest shipments they 
have ever handled” in relation to 
mangos while supply stores report 
their biggest demand ever for 
shipping containers for the fruit. 

He reported that the quality of 
the crop has been “consistently 
good" and present indications 
point to a “steady but unspectac- 
ular growth as we now have softnd
